" ‘Bertram ‘Rutter,t¢hief engineer of the ss. 
Chukong, said chat they felt Hongkong on the 
26th ulto., the weather then being fine and the 
sca smooth, but that same evening the sea rose 
‘and the weather became. stormy, and cen- 
tinued sn oantil the next dav, and the 
weather becoming worse that night, the 
vessel rolling heavily, the captain gave otders 
to slow down, and if the weather did 
not improve he would run for shelter, Wit 
ness did not get much sleep that night as the 
vessel rolled so much. At daybresk onthe 
28th ulto., the chief officer called witness and 
said they were in troyble' and yreat dangers 
When he gol up he noticed she had a heavy 
list to port, and he ran down to the engine:

DEATH IN HONGKONG. 
‘POLICEMAN'S FATAL FALL, , 


TRAGIC 


., Little did theatre-goers on Saturday nighit 
think, when the performance fad concluded 
and they were returning home, that a tragedy 
had occurred before they: were very far away 
{rem the theatre, as the result of which a Euro: 
pean pol.ceman had lost his life. It appears thal 
afew minutes after the conclusion of the per- 
formance, Police Constable A. R. Owen Wil- 
llams was passing along the corridor of the 
theatre on his way to the lavatory, when sudden- 
ly he stumbled aver some pieces of timber that.

When he was picked up it was found that his 
skull was fractured and-he expired shortly al.er- 
wards, It is stated that the accident was wit-

the Royal Naval Hospital ran to the police- 
wan's aid. An ambulance was called, and the 
| unfortunate man was.emoved to the hospital: 
but he died on the way, never having tegained 
consciousness, ‘ Deceased, who was ahuit 52 
Years of age, was.a Welshinan, and te had 
been about nine years in the Colo y- f ur of 
which he served in the local police force; 
having left-ihe Royal Welsh Fusilers, in 
which he was a:corporal, in order to join the 
constabulary. He was a most popular efficer 
in the force, well liked by all, and was well- 
known in the Colany. Deceased, it may be te- 
membered, was the first & uropean to be knack- 
ed down by an electric tramcar in Hongkeng.
